‘Adios Louie’ 
T- shirts just 


mock justice 


More than 300 powder - blue 
shirts with the words “Adios Louie" 
Stamped across a silk - screened 
hangman's noose have been sold 
for $8 in the past 12 days by off - 
duty Yolo County Sheriff's 
deputies. The shirts are supposed 
to be a sort of informai good - bye 
to Luis Rodriguez, convicied 
killer of two California Highway 
Patrolmen, who was sentenced to 
die last week 

Proceeds from the shirt sales 
are contributed to a memorial fund 
in the name of slain officer William 
Freeman. Both Freeman and of- 
ficer Roy Blecher were murdered 
by Luis Rodriguez in December, 
1978 

At first the shirt logo struck me 
as funny. But the more | thought 
about it, the sicker it sounded. It is 
hard to believe that sheriff's 
deputies would stoop to such a 
low, disgusting form of fund- 
raising. It 1s one thing to try and 
prevent crimes, but to openly en- 
courage the death of a person in 
such a blatant way is in very poor 
taste 

The death sentence is a neces- 
sary and fundamental form of 
punishment but it should not be 
taken lightly The extreme action 
taken by the deputies, and anyone 
who wears one of the shirts. is

“Its another example of in- 
creasing encroachment motivated 
by the best intentions of 
government in educational ad- 
ministration. We are rapidly mov 
ing toward a ministry of education 
in this country.”

° if you get into finely - executed animation, see Raiph Bakshi's jatest 
féature. “American Pop.” If you're looking tor a good rock and roll 
Ovie, OF just a good movie in general, though, shine it on. it has only 
slightly more to do with domestic rock than does Les Brown and his 
Band of Reknown, and the plot is about as stimulating as “The 
Munsters 
: Borrowing heavily from “Roots.” “American Pop” traces the story 
af the Bolinsky family and its supposed contribution to the America 
music business 
The fiim begins with family patriarch Zaimie Bolinsky’'s escape 
from Czarist Russia at the turn of the century He and his mother come 
t@ America, where Zaimie is taken in by a vaudeville comedian after his 
mother is killed in a sweatshop fire
